If necessary to keep plan; for a few Astys, better open package 
and heel-in plants in soil»veing car eful to see that roots have 
dirt around them so they will not ciry out. Use plenty of water 
if soil is dry or late in seasOn.S:trawberry plant tops should 
not be wet when heeling-in. 

The height given in feet or inches is minimum size and in 
most instances the plants will be somewhat larger. It is our 
desire to please you and give you your moneys worth or your 
money back.
